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Technical and Minor Substantive Statutory Corrections 

Request for Public Comment 

The California Law Revision Commission seeks public comment on its 
proposal to correct a number of technical and minor substantive defects in 
California statutes. 

Among the statutory revisions addressed by the tentative recommendation 
are: 

• Incorrect cross-references. 
• An obsolete reference to a “docket.” 
• Obsolete language authorizing a judge to substitute for a clerk. 
• Provisions that are obsolete due to expiration of deadlines or similar events.
